INTEREST  THIS  year  in  Mar- 
shalls is  higher  than  ever,  for  they 
are  now  regarded  nationally  as  the 
most  valuable  and  prestige-filled 
awards  it  is  possible  for  any  Ameri- 
can to  win  to  a British  Univer- 
sity. 

Twenty-four  Marshalls  are  offer- 
ed annually  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment to  enable  American  college 
graduates  to  study  in  British  uni- 
versities. 

THE  AWARDS,  which  are  effec- 
tive at  any  university  in  the  United 
Kingdom  for  a period  of  at  least 
two  years,  are  open  to  students  of 
either  sex  who  are  under  26  years 
of  age  on  October  1,  1966.  Married 
students  are  eligible.  In  exceptional 
circumstances,  applications  can  be 
received  from  students  up  to  the 
age  of  28. 

STUDENTS  MUST  be  a graduate 
of  an  accredited  college  or  uni- 
versity in  the  United  States,  rather 
than  merely  a high  school  gradu- 
ate. College  seniors  may  apply. 

Applications  from  Western  United 
States  universities  are  especially 
urged,  so  that  the  heavy  prepond- 
erance of  application  from  the 


Eastern  United  States  can  be  of- 
fset. 

THE  WESTERN  United  States 
region  is  specifically  guaranteed 
at  least  four  Marshall  Scholars. 

Students  are  urged  to  select  a 
British  university  other  than  Ox- 
ford or  Cambridge.  Britain  has 
many  universities  just  as  good  and 
even  better  for  particular  areas  of 
study.  London,  for  example,  has 
world  stature  in  Economics;  St. 
Andrews  is  known  for  medical  re- 
search; Manchester  is  outstanding 
in  radio  astronomy  and  textile 
technology. 

CALIFORNIA  leads  the  nation  in 
the  number  of  Marshalls  obtained 
Some  of  the  smaller  centers  of 
learning  in  the  West  have  won 
Marshalls  at  a rate  out  of  proport- 
ion to  the  size  of  their  student  body, 
and  compare  favorably  with  the 
larger  universities,  such  as  Stan- 
ford and  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia. 

Students  may  obtain  application 
forms  from  campus  scholarship 
advisors,  the  - closest  British  Con- 
sulate, or  from  the  Pacific  Region 
Headquarters  of  Marshall  Schol- 
arships at  the  British  Consulate-

Viet  Cong 
Suffer 
Big  Losses 

SAIGON,  (AP)— Vietnamese  Ran- 
gers and  Viet  Cong  Guerrillas  in 
battalion  strength  battled  again 
Tuesday  in  Phu  Cu  pass  where  the 
Communists  had  heavy  losses  in 
a fight  last  week,  a U.S.  military 
spokesman  reported. 

HE  DESCRIBED  the  fighting 
as  heavy  but  said  he  had  no  de- 
tails or  estimates  of  casualties  on 
either  side. 

The  battle  was  295  miles  north- 
east of  Saigon  and  45  mile's  north- 
west of  the  coastal  city  of  Qui 
Nhon.  Elsewhere  on  the  ground, 
the  Viet  Cong  concentrated  attacks 
on  Vietnamese  outposts  and,  in  one 
raid,  overran  a village  and  execut- 
ed five  Vietnamese,  including  the 
village  chief  whose  body  they 
dumped  at  the  flagpole. 

U.S.  GROUND  forces  reported 
only  patrol  skirmishing  but  U.S. 
ships  and  planes  pounded  targets  in 
South  Viet  Nam  and  other  Ameri- 
can aircraft  blasted  Communist 
positions  in  North  Viet  Nam.  Pilots 
reported  heavy  to  moderate  ground 
fire  but  all  planes  returned  safely. 

In  the  new  Phu  Cu  fight,  a Viet- 
namese Army  Ranger  unit  reported 
it  engaged  a large  Viet  Cong  ele- 
ment, possibly  one  or  two  batta- 
lions. Another  Vietnamese  army 
unit  in  the  area  reported  contact 
with  Viet  Cong  group  believed  to 
be  of  company  size.  A Viet  Cong 
battalion  normally  has  500  to  600 
men  and  a company  about  100  men. 

THE  U.S.  spokesman  said  tac- 
tical air  strikes  were  launched 
to  aid  the  government  forces.  Since 
the  Phu  Cu  fight  last  week,  260  Viet 
Cong  bodies  have  been  counted  by 
U.S.  officers.  Vietnamese  and  U.S. 
military  men,  however,  think  the 
number  of  Viet  Cong  killed  exceed- 
ed 700.  Government  losses  were, 
called  moderate.

Texas  Tops 
Weekly  AP 
Gridiron  Poll 

NEW  YORK  (AP)— Texas,  a per- 
ennial powerhouse,  slipped  into  the 
number  one  spot  in  the  Associated 
Press  rankings  of  the  top  college 
football  teams  across  the  nation. 

NOTRE  DAME,  who  topped  the 
poll  last  week,  slipped  to  eighth 
following  its  25-21  loss  to  Purdue. 
Purdue  filled  the  second  position 
only  one  first  place  vote  behind 
Texas. 

Notre  Dame  is  the  only  team  re- 
maining in  the  top  ten  with  a de- 
feat on  their  record,  and  voting  for 
the  topf  spots  was  tight. 

NEBRASKA,  the  Big  Eight  fav- 
orite, took  over  the  third  position 
with  13  first  place  votes.  Arkansas 
had  three  votes  for  the  number  one 
slot  and  Kentucky  had  one.

Dodgers  Regain  Lead 
On  Lou  Johnson  Homer 


A crowd  of  38,424  delirious  fans 
pumelled  Lou  Johnson  after  the 
rookie  rocketed  a Joey  Jay  pitch 
out  of  Chavez  Stadium  in  the  bot- 
tom of  the  twelfth  inning  for  a 2-1 
Dodger  victory,  which  returned 
them  to  undisputed  possession  of 
first  place  for  the  first  time  since 
September  6. 

San  Francisco’s  Giants,  who  led 
the  never-say-die  Los  Angeles  team 
by  4V2  games  on  September  16,  re- 
linquished the  lead  they  haci  held 
since  September  6 by  bowing  to 
the  Cardinals,  9-1. 

The  winning  pitcher  in  the  mara- 
thon Dodger-Reds  contest  was  Wil- 
lis Reed,  the  third  hurler  for  L.A., 
who  survived  a triple  by  Pete  Rose 
in  the  top  of  the  twelfth  to  salvage 
the  eleventh  straight  victory  for 
the  Dodgers. 

Starter  Claude  Osteen  gave  up 
only  one  run  in  the  seven  innings 
he  worked,  and  reliever  Ron  Per- 
ranoski,  who  has  given  up  but  two 
earned  runs  since  August  7,  shut 
out  the  Reds  until  yielding  for  a 
pinch  hitter  in  the  eleventh. 

The  heartbreaking  defeat  smo- 
thered any  hopes  Cincinnati  had  of 
repeating  their  1961  drive  to  the 
pennant.  The  Reds  are  five  games 
behind  with  five  games  to  play. 

Bob  Shaw  will  take  the  mound 


today  for  the  Giants,  now  one  game 
out.  Bob  Gibson  will  oppose  Shaw 
for  St.  Louis,  while  in  the  City  of 
Angels  Sandy  Koufax  will  seek  his 
25th  win  against  Reds  ace  Jim 
Maloney. 

Meanwhile  in  the  twin  cities  of 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  the  Am- 
erican League  pennant  fluttered 
over  the  home  of  the  Junior  League 
winners  — symbolically,  anyway — 
but  if  the  average  baseball  fan 
wanted  to  do  a victory  snake 
dance  down  the  streets  he  would 
be  a little  frustrated. 

The  real  uncorking  of  home-town 
pride  probably  will  await  the  re- 
turn of  the  baseball  heroes  them- 
selves, probably  Friday.  The  Twins 
finally  clinched  the  flag  on  Sunday.

What’s  the  scariest  thing  you  can  think  of? 

IS  IT  BEING  a 150-pound  defensive  tackle?  Or  perhaps  it’s  being  on 
a safari  with  a mammoth  rhino  beating  down  and  forgetting  the  am- 
munition. Most  everyone,  though,  tends  to  agree  that  falling  down  to- 
ward earth  at  about  140  mph  without  pulling  the  ripcord  is  just  down- 
right horrendous. 

George  Darrough,  instrumental  in  attempting  to  organize  a pro- 
posed sky-diving  club  at  BYU,  states  that,  despite  everyone’s  misgiv- 
ings, this  sky-diving  sport  isn’t  so  hair-raising  after  all. 

HE  STATES  that  “the  chute  almost  never  fails  to  open  and  if,  by 
chance,  it  does,  the  sky-diver  always  can  rely  on  his  back-up  chute.” 
“In  fact,”  he  continued,  “the  danger  element  is  a misconception.  It’s 
actually  less  than  most  popular  sports  today.” 

Sky-divers  nowadays  use  converted  military  equipment  for  their 
jumps.  It’s  modified  for  safety  in  that  it  includes  a protective  sleeve 
on  the  suit  and  “gores,”  slits  in  the  chutes  that  allow  for  greater  mo- 
bility. Jumpers  also  carry  a version  of  an  instrument  panel  on  their 
chest  packs.  It  includes  an  altimeter  and  a stop  watch— essential  in 
free-fall. 

“NOVICE  JUMPERS,"  says  Darrough,  “begin  with  five  static- 
line jumps  (directly  from  the  plane)  and  then  progress  with  free  falls 
all  the  way  from  five  up  to  75  seconds  in  flight.”
